murder 
and possibly w ill implicate others. 


Virgil last night confessed of be­ 
ing the murdered of his chum Lov­ 
ett to Mrs. Moon, after the iron-clad 
methods of questioning the youth 
by the other 
officials 
had 
failed. 
When Virgil was confronted by Mrs. 
Moon, whom was always 
Decker's 


friend since tlie first, he asked for 
a Bible. When presented with 
the 
book, lie opened it to John, 3. lb , his 
favorite verse, and read it. He then 
dropped to his knees and prayed and 
prayed and rose and said: “ I don’t 
know what made me do it, but the 
devil told me and I did. Leroy was 


mv friend." 


Virgil gave the details of the mur­ 
der to the sheriff and other officials 
and signed a written statement of 
his confession. 


A fter having made his friend un­ 
conscious Decker left the scene to 
go to Fred Decker’s home. Obtaining 
a horse and buggy, li£ returned sev­ 
eral hours later, only to 
find 
that 
Lovett was still 
alive. 
Removing 
Lovett's clothes, Decker said he put 
his own on him, assisted hiry to rise, 
helped him into the buggy, drove to 
a 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
crossing 
nearby and, 
after 
watching 
two 
trains go by, finally mustered up the 
courage to place the buggv on the 
track.

j that the county council has no ju r­ 
isdiction over local bond issues as 
1 provided in the 
“ home 
rule” 
law 
passed by the special session of the 
legislature last summer. 


Attorneys here 
felt 
sure 
this 
would lie the decision of the attor­ 
ney general because the law passed 
by the regular session of the legis­ 
lature the first of this year, restor­ 
ing authority over bond issues to the 
state board of 
tax 
commissioners, 
made no provisions to exempt cases 
where bond issues had already been 
petitioned for. 


Under the old law the council was 
the supreme authority when a re­ 
monstrance against a proposed bond 
issue was filed. 


Petitioners for tne two public im ­ 
provements would have been better 
satisfied if the attorney general had* 
ruled that the county council 
still 
had authority where the proceedings 
had already lieen started 
under the 
old law, but they 
did 
not 
expect 
anything of this 
sort, 
and 
were 
pleased to learn that it would not be 
necessary to go through the preli­ 
minaries again in order to get the 
matter before the state tax board. 


The opinion of the attorney gen­ 
eral, which was rendered at the re­ 
quest of the state board of tax com­ 
missioners, and was received 
this 
morning by T. il. Green, county at 
torney, is as follow s: 
State Board of Tax Commissioners, 
Indianapolis, Ind. 
Gentlemen:— 


I am in receipt of your letter of 
the 16th instant in regard to 
the 
proper procedure 
in cases 
where 
proceedings 
had been begun under 
the Johnson Home 
Rule 
Act 
and 
where prelim inary 
steps had been 
taken under that act to issue bonds 
and where objections had been filed 
and notice issued for a hearing be­ 
fore the county council. 


In my opinion these proceedings 
under such circumstances should 
be 
certified over to the State Board of 
Tax Commissioners for the hearing 
to be had by virtue of the A ct pass­ 
ed by the recent legislature. 


In my opinion 
it would not be 
neeesary to start the proceeding all 
over again or to go back and enact 
a new bond ordinance. 


I doubt whether the county council 
would have authority to take 
anv 
further action 
upon 
these pending 
proceedings, and after 
the 
State 
Tax Board was satisfied that 
the 
proper notice of the bearing had been 
given, then their hearing would pro­ 
vide to the taxpayers all the protec­ 
tion afforded them under the 
other 
law.
